"Treaty -Rock." commemorating a 
treaty between United Stntcs Army 
officers and depredating Oomauchc. 
Olieroke* Klckapoo and other war- 
ring Indian tribes, is in the

Kcssion of tliu San Saba Fair Asso- 
ciation. 
The treaty was srTupously kept, 


history records, and this section, 
once a sanguinary*ha'tIta wound in 
the pioneer wars between the whites 
and Indian raiders, became com- 
paratively peaceful. 


Local records do not fix the date 


of the treaty but indicate it was 
entered Into sometfme between 1847 
and 1850. Previously, in 18-11, it ap- 
pears, Chief Egg and Chief Bowl, 
long powerful leaders of the Chero- 
kces. went on flit war path. They 
murdered me.\ women and children, 
burned their homes and pillaged 
their porperty. Aioused by tho-dep- 
redations, th-'i TisX.ins gathered a 
band known as minute men and un- 
der the leadership of a Captain 
Lynch overtook them at 'McAnelly 
Bond on the Colorado River. In a 
battle of three days Chief Egg and 
Howl were killed and the band prac- 
tically annihiliated. Many /relics of 
this battle recently have been found, 
including rusted guns and knives 


Undeterred by the disaster of 


their warring neighbors^ the Com- 
iinchen, Kickapoos and other losser 
hostile tribes, continued to ravage 
the country hereabouts. They had 
killed many whites, Including sur- 
veyors sent out by the German Em- 
igration Company which had pur- 
chased the San Saba valley from 
the Comanches, A company of Tex- 
as Rangers under Captain Ed Bur- 
leson was sent out to subdue them 
After several" skirmishes an agree- 
ment .vas reached for a conference 
betwteii the white men nnd'tyie In- 
dians ;»t the head of Wallace Creek. 
12 miles west of here, and end en- 
deavored to make a treaty of peace. 
United States Army officers enter- 
nl the conference and after a now 
wow the Indians agreed 
iK>t to 


.lolesit. the whites nor to interfere 
with settlers and land surveyors. 


To commemorate the freaty sev- 


eral flat rocks were set up as monu- 
ments and tribal scribes wrote on 
them the terms of the treaty in the 
language of the tribes represented. 
As time passed some of the rocks 
were retnovcd, but at lenst one. 
that in possession of the Fair Asso- 
ciation, remained intact. •

H 
took hard cash—in connection with 
good vendor's Hen notes—toi buy 
these lazy acres: and the Interest 
on the investment in each of them 
is HVely to be around $1.75 yearly. 
Besides there is tax to on each of 
them. Some of them have to be 
fenced and 
there may be other 


expenses On ,an average each of 
these lazy acres is liable to cost the 
owner $2 per year.. 50 cents ab ren- 
tal, leaving $1.<50 as the average 
amount the lazy filches yearly from 
the active ones.

what this would mean to schools, 
roads, public improvements, busi- 
ness, banking, and other Interests. 


"Some one* has suggested the fur-j 


mer has all he can do. But at least- 
two men In the comity referred to!

acres productive without adding to 
farm labor. Winter clover, certairf 
tame grasses nlid vetches have been 
sown.

THINNING OUT PUNTS PER- 


MITS BOLL WEEVIL TO 


FLOURISH, CLAIMED

Greenville, Texas, June 6.—Tests 


tending to prove that the ancient 
practice of chopping cotton may 
bt "all wrong," carried on over a 
five 
year period by the 
United 


States Department of Agriculture 
at its cotton-breeding field station 
near here, have been published in 
bulletin from the Department of 
Agriculture at Washington.

sorted to for years on the theory 
that thinning gives the plant room 
for growth and proper development, 
modern con'dltions. as exemplified 
by those at the experiment station 
may cause a change from the old 
practice, according to Hie bulletin. 
The principal new factor in this 
respect, .says the bulletin, Is the 
boll weevil 


The tests indicate Hint chopping 
otton our rows too much, leaving 


loom for flourishing vegetation'in 
which the deadly weevil thrives. 
They showed that closely spared 
plants 
produced few 
vegetation 


branches, and the sunlight, as n 
rt»stllt. passed through open leaves, 
drying out squares containing boll 
weevils iind 
materially reducing 


!he weevil crop.

wore obtained from nnthinned rows 
wjiere I lit- plants, growing in origi- 
nal stands, were two to four inches 
apart on the average.
